Election 08 


If someone on the street were to stop 
another passerby and ask, “What do you 
think of how the election is shaping up?” 
a majority of Canadians would respond 
with answers about the US Presidential 
contest, about lipstick on pigs, or the 
infamous bridge to nowhere. It’s a sad 
statement on Canadian politics, but 
regretfully it is most likely true. 


Our political pundits from coast to 
coast are now starting to predict that 
Stephen Harper and the Conservatives 
could, in fact, win a majority government. 


And this is the absolute worst-case 
scenario for the GLBT community! Not 
only would it affect the issues on which 
our community activists are working, but 
it would also have a very real chance of 
setting our community back by decades. 
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Human Rights issues that we have won 
could—and most likely would—be eroded 
or simply nullified by a majority Tory 
government. So the GLBT community has 
to take note and take action wherever 
possible to ensure that it does not 
become a majority government, or for 
that matter, a Conservative government. 


When considered from coast to coast, 
we are a large voting block and can make 
our voices heard—so the election is nota 
done deal yet. We need to come together 
and vote as a block in order we can make 
a decisive difference in the election 
results. 


When one looks at the individual 
campaigns across the country, some 
appear to be a done deal for the 
Conservatives—especially in Western 
Canada—but Harper can’t win a majority 
with only the West behind him. He also 
needs to make strong inroads in both 
urban and rural ridings in Ontario, Quebec 
and British Columbia. And there are six 
to eight cities where we can, and must, 
try to make the difference. 


One needs to consider the 
Conservative party’s philosophy in 
general. Remember, this Conservative 
party and its leader is essentially (no pun 
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intended), the Reform Party of the past. 
It was the party from which Mr. Harper 
resigned because he regarded Preston 
Manning as too moderate. The “new” 
Conservative party has appeared to be 
moderate on the outside, but personally, 
| believe that is just a public smokescreen, 
useful until Harper was in a position to 
form a majority and move his Christian 
Right agenda forward. Remember, this 
Conservative government was elected 
the last time round partly because it 
made promises to numerous faith-based 
groups that it would impede the GLBT 
community as much as possible. 


And one doesn’t have to look very far 
from the PM to see just how strong that 
connection still is and how it will likely play 
out in the future. In fact, all you have to 
do is look at the background of his office’s 
Director of Policy, Mr. Darryl Reid. Prior 
to accepting his position as Policy Chief, 
Mr. Reid was the former president of 
Focus on the Family Canada—a group very 
well known for its anti-gay agenda. 
Reid was a strong opponent to same- 
sex marriage and campaigned hard to 
prevent it from becoming a reality. 
Mr. Harper has voted against same-sex 
marriage every time the issue has been 
brought forward in one form or another 
(total of five times since 2003). So don’t 
fool yourself by thinking that re-opening 
this issue will not come to pass under a 
Tory majority. 
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And there are many other glimpses into 
his anti-gay agenda from the recent past. 


His appointment of David Brown to 
the Ontario Supreme Court—a man 
who, on numerous occasions, 
represented anti-gay and anti- 
abortion views 


He raised the age of consent from 
14 to 16 even though numerous 
experts in the fields of Health and 
Law said it was a dangerous move 
because it made getting 
information on contraceptives and 
abortions even tougher for 
Canadian Youth. 


Let’s not forget the new rules for 
organ, blood, and bone marrow 
donations. For organ donation, you 
cannot have had sex with even one 
man in the past five years; and for 
the other donations the time line 
is even greater—you can’t have 
engaged in gay sex after 1977! 


Let’s get back to what you and | can 
do about it. Both the Liberals and NDP 
are not fundamentally against us, as 
are the Tories, so these are parties whom 
we'll be able to work with, over time. 


Now, | appreciate that a number of our 
community may be card-carrying 
members of either the Liberal and NDP 


party, but voting along party lines will not 
stop a Conservative majority. A vast 
number of leaders with influence in the 
gay community believe we need to make 
the process much simpler then that. They 
believe, and | agree, that it becomes a 
question of which candidate (Liberal or 
NDP) has the best chance to win or beat 
a Tory incumbent, and then to vote on 
mass for that candidate. And as | said at 
the beginning of this column, there area 
number of ridings in which we can make 
that difference. 


So, as we approach probably one of the 
most important elections in our lifetimes, 
we must educate ourselves about our 
candidates. Determine who has the best 
chance of winning or who is in second 
place to a Conservative candidate and 
then get the vote out on October 14th. 


That’s the way | see it anyway...

simplicity are perfection. 
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This article, my first of 
many yet to come, seems 
to be the ideal kick-off to 
the many topics, ideas 
and concepts that | will be 
writing about. My goal in 
teaming up with Outlooks 
and developing this 
column is to provide 
insight, information and 
opportunity to the 
Readers that will hope- 
fully provide the back- 
ground and tools to look 
at the world around us in 
very different ways than 
we have done before. 
Most of the time | will be 
writing about objects and 
experiences created by 
people, and experiences 
in the built environment, 
but who knows what 
else might come up? | 
am always open to 
suggestions, so please do 


not hesitate to write to me with ideas. For 
my inaugural article and as a lead-in of 
what is to come, | want to start with an 
overview of how | look at the world and 
how | plan to cover a wide range of topics. 


We are all surrounded by “design” and 
are influenced by well-designed 
and poorly designed products and 
environments all the time. Everything 
you use in the course of your daily life 
started out as an idea and had to be 
developed, modified, prototyped and 
budgeted before it came onto the market. 
When you start to really look around, you 
realize how amazing it is that all of this 
stuff exists! | encourage every one of you 
to see the world around you with your eyes 
wide open. It is amazing what you find 
when you actually take the time to look 
around. Look at nature for inspiration. 
Look at man-made objects and consider 
why they were designed the way that 
they were. Look in unlikely places. And, 
don’t just take what you see at face value. 
Consider the color, texture and weight. 


Consider the form, the shadow it creates 
and how it feels to the touch—warm or 
cool? If the object is something that 
you interact with, think about the 
“ergonomics” (the applied science 
concerned with designing and arranging 
things people use so that the people and 
things interact most efficiently and 
safely) of the object. Why was it designed 
this way? Does it work the way it is 
supposed to? It is comfortable to use? 
Does it appear to be over designed—are 
there aspects of the object that are 
unnecessary? Consider the aesthetics 
of the object. What do you like about the 
shape, color, feel, scale and overall 
“look”? What don’t you like?

door handle, think about it. Why is it 
shaped the way that it is? Does it work 
well? Does it do what it needs to do and 
is its function intuitive? Do you like the 
way it looks? Next time you use a glass 
door with a pull/push bar on either side— 
that gives no indication of whether you 
are to push or pull the door—ask yourself 
why the designer didn’t provide a better 
clue as to how to use the door (one of my 
pet peeves). Obviously, to that designer, 
the form was much more important that 
the function. 


So, think about Some common objects 
in your life. 


Go sit in your favourite chair. Give 
some thought to the shape, scale, slope 
of the back, height (of the seat and back), 
support, fabric, stuffing, seams and 
appearance. Why is it your favourite 
chair? Is it the how it looks or how it sits? 
If you could change one thing about it, 
what would that be? 


Put on your favourite shoes. Think 
about why this pair is your favourite. The 
shape, fit, material, heel, color or simply 
what they look like? Are they comfortable, 
or do you wear them simply because they 
are a hot looking pair? 


Now, think about what you need to 
bring along when you travel. For example, 
with the crackdown on what you can carry 
on to a flight, consider everything related

to what you can bring with you and store 
onan airplane: the size of the overhead 
and the size of the bag you can fit into 
the bin; the amount of clothing you can 
fit into your bag; the amount of space 
under the seat in front of you for a 
backpack, so the limits of the bag you can 
store under there; and even the size of 
containers for your toiletries. As a traveler, 
you have to choose all of these storage 
pieces to meet the demands of your 
lifestyle, the length of your trip and of 
course, your personal aesthetic! So when 
you look at your carry-on, think about why 
you bought it. Did you buy it for looks? 
Price? Brand name? Function? 
Durability? 


Regardless of the product, what you 
choose to purchase is ultimately is a 
reflection of who you are, your personal 
style and what you value (function, style, 
price?). 


Finally, since we will be looking at a 
whole lot of interiors and the stuff in them, 
| challenge you to think about your 
favourite, and least favourite, spaces 
when you are in them. So the next time 
you are in your house/favourite 
restaurant/favourite store/gym/spa/ 
bar/club/hotel/whatever, take a look at 
the scale, proportion, color, materials, 
views, Openness, coziness—basically, 
everything around you—and try to figure 
out why you respond to the space the 


way that you do. | also encourage you to 
do the same thing when you are reading 
your favourite design magazines. As you 
skim the photographs, really look at the 
images and think about why you like or 
dislike what you see. This exercise is 
something we have every one of our 
clients do after our introductory 
discussion and before our second 
meeting to review the formal scope-of- 
work for their project. If you have a 
partner, it will be interesting for the two 
of you to compare notes. You may be 
surprised by what you discover! | look 
forward to hearing your comments! 


To get you started, | have attached a 
couple of pictures of some of my favourite 
things (okay, the list is really a mile long, 
so this is just a “sampling”).

A quick login to an online 


self-esteem nosedived perusing 
the blatantly anti-HIV comments 
he found in half the main chat 
room’s profiles. As he concluded, 
we live in a “drug, drama and 
disease free” social network 
where disclosure has somehow 
taken more focus than sheer 
responsibility. Which only leads to 
one question: are the same folk 
avoiding hook-ups with HIV+ 
individuals any safer hooking up 
for a romp with someone allegedly 
negative? 


“People are hiding their status in 
general,” reports AIDS Community Care 
Montreal (ACCM) caseworker Ginette 
Tremblay, “and it prevents us from even 
saying there are people around us who 
are HIV, and that they are human beings 
just like us.” A staff member at 
ACCM for over a dozen years, 
Tremblay mentions that 
disclosure is such a recurring 
theme that it’s regularly a part 
of her dialogue with others. “It’s 
a very hard subject to 
approach,” she notes, “and 
aside from a need for 
responsibility, one can always 
expect a reaction to disclosure. 

The key is to acknowledge it, and to give 
the other person a chance to think about 
it and negotiate it.” 


Having stumbled upon a safe haven 
at a monthly poz gathering, my dateless 
friend admits he didn’t find Mr. Right 
there, but he did walk away with 
something far more important to him: his 
dignity. He is not alone; as Tremblay notes, 
ACCM is one of several non-profit HIV/ 
AIDS groups increasingly organizing poz 
gatherings across Canada. ACCM first 
introduced its Positive Mingles social five 
or six years ago to respond to its 
members’ needs for safer spaces to mix, 
meet and mingle, without the anxieties 
surrounding disclosure. Tremblay played 


a big role in getting it off the ground. 


“The first one was in a bar in the 
summer,” reflects Tremblay, “and it didn’t 
work because everyone who knew each 


other sat with each other and didn’t 
mingle. Eventually there was a white and 
red band for those seeking friendship; 
white black and red meant you were 
looking for fun, etc. It worked out well and 
people started to mingle - over 100 
started to show up, including visitors from 
outside of Montreal.” 


At one time organized by ACCM three 
times a year, Positive Mingles’ success 
prompted the need for other organizers 
within the HIV community to step in and 
take over its coordination from the busy 
non-profit group. It happened three years 
ago with Montreal’s Poz Party, when an 
ACCM client and his two friends took the 
initiative to reserve a bar for monthly club 
nights, more recently turning them into 
happy hour events. 


“Poz Party allows people to be in a 
public place and not feel different than 
others,” says Tremblay. “For those tired 
of going to the usual bar, or those 
suffering from a change in their image [i.e. 
atrophy], this is a positive-friendly 


environment where they don’t feel like 
they are offending anyone, or are being 
judged or frowned upon. When people 
come to me newly HIV+, a big phase they 
go through is that they don’t want to have 
sex or feel people will reject them. | tell 
them to go—that they may meet people 
who are going through the same thing, 
without feeling that rejection. A lot of guys 
are looking for friendship and 
partnership, and not being judged is a big 
advantage.” 


As Tremblay observes, the success of 
Poz Party has led to less frequent Positive 
Mingles nights for ACCM, who now 
combine their event with Poz Party to 
keep their focus on the usual weekly 
drop-ins, guest lectures, summer BBQs, 
holiday season open house, bowling and 


ice-skating parties. Monday night Dinner 
& Discussion Evenings have featured 
topics such as “Goal Setting,” “Love & 
Relationships,” and “Aging as a Gay Man,” 
while The “Poz Sexuality Library” at ACCM 
contains books and videos on the subject 
of sexuality. For Tremblay, it’s all a part of 
giving PHAs the healthy life they deserve, 
and that includes social interaction. 


“We have to get away from this fear,” 
says Tremblay. “People who are positive 
are concerned about infecting others, 
about being judged. HIV needs to come 
out of the closet, perhaps even take to 
the streets to say ‘we’re here and we’re 
going to be here’. Right now, not enough 
people are ready to do that. People have 
a lot of misunderstanding—for some still 
about shaking hands. It’s also not in the 
media much anymore, and so it’s almost 
like it’s not there again.” 


Poz Party is usually held the second or 
third Saturday of each month. In order to 
advertise, queer media, community 
posters and ACCM’s website help 


circulate announcements on event 
locations, often at the club Tools, 
including happy hour events. Tremblay 
notes that in her experience, most people 
who go are poz, while others are simply 
poz friendly. As Tremblay concludes, Poz 
Party is of course not the only solution to 
a healthy social life for PHAs, nor does it 
mean an opportunity for unprotected sex 
considering there are various strains of 
HIV. As Tremblay recently observed 
helping to organize other events at ACCM, 
comfort can come from the most unlikely 
of sources. ACCM events, like “Positively 
Living” and “The Spirituality Group,” allow 
social interaction on a wide range of 
concerns, such as nutrition, emotional 
health, the spirituality surrounding 
mortality and of course medication. 


“Once a month we try to have a 
movie,” says Tremblay, “and I’ve noticed 
there’s a certain warmth in that room. 
There is a nice human contact, like a 
close-knit family sitting together enjoying 
a movie. Sometimes people need that 
more any lecture we can provide for 
them.”

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The character of Matt originated as 
Martin in the French series Les Hautes 
et les bas de Sophie Paquin, which the 
CBC adapted from a one-hour dramedy 
into their half-hour English comedy.

characters who were coming out and had 
difficulty dealing with their sexuality. 


“I think it’s important that he’s alive,” 
Blaimert says. “We talk about the fact that 
he has sex and that he does things.” 


The frankness of Matt’s character is 
something that appeals to Geddis as an 
actor. 


“The biggest thing for me is that | 
wanted to make Matt very real and 
relatable,” Geddis says. “I think we see 
all kinds of presentations of gay men on 
television and in film, and there are some 
stereotypes that we see, but for the most 
part | wanted to keep Matt to just be as 
relatable as possible to just about anyone 
watching the show, be it gay, straight or

Book Review: 


| Still Have A Suitcase in Berlin, the 
latest novel from Halifax author, 
Stephens Gerard Malone, is both a gay 
love story set in 1930's Berlin and a 
cautionary tale for the present time. 


When Michael Renner sets out from 
Halifax to visit his grandmother in 
Germany, he has no idea of the 
profound impact that the trip will have 
on his life. Amid the swirling hedonism 
that thrived in Berlin, where 
intellectuals, socialists, artists and 
people of indeterminate sexuality freely 
and joyfully mingled, Michael meets Jan, 
the young man who will become his first 
real love and his obsession. The novel 
is in some ways a coming out story, 
although Michael does not use names 
like gay or straight and is confused by 
the nature and depth of his feelings for 
Jan. 


Michael is an innocent in a milieu 
where the quick-witted and cynical 
flourish, but it is his very innocence 
which protects him at first as Michael's 
free-wheeling adopted city begins to 
change. A bullying patriotism makes a 
subtle entrance into the lives of 
Germany's citizens. Michael, used to 
the domineering control of his father 
and pushed into an arranged marriage 
with his boss's daughter, barely notices 
the changes until it is his beloved Jan 
who is at risk. The threat to Jan leads 
Michael to make a decision that will 
affect the lives of everyone he knows. 


Malone spent years researching and 
investigating the time period of the 
novel, but at one point nearly 
abandoned the whole project, unsure 
what relevance a story set in the past 
would have for modern readers. "Then 
came 9/11. In the aftermath followed 
the arrests, imprisonment in offshore 
camps and torture, secret courts, racial 
profiling, minority and civil rights 
legislated away with barely a whisper of 
objection. Damn it, | was writing about 
my own time. More so, on a global 
scale, history was repeating. | Still Have 
A Suitcase in Berlin was suddenly more 
than a love story." 


Malone intentionally avoided putting 
historical figures such as Hitler into the 
novel. "I didn't really want to get into 
the times and the political intrigue. | 
wanted to show what it would be like to 


be living at the time, to be an everyday 
person in Berlin." One of the great 
strengths of the novel is this ability of 
the author to realistically create for us 
the atmosphere where incremental 
changes to the society barely register 
and each person's struggle to survive 
leads to indifference about the fate of 
others. Malone echoes the famous 


statement of Martin Niemoller, a 
concentration camp survivor: "When 
they come for you, who will be left to 
speak?" 


While much has been written about 
the attempted genocide of the Jews and 
the imprisonment in camps of many 
groups, a certain indifference has 
existed until very recent times about the 
persecution of homosexuals and 
lesbians under the Nazi regime. As Jan 
says, "Sweetheart stories aren't written 
for people like us. " 


That was true until now. W

So here | am: I’m not a Dear Abby, not 
a Dr. Phil, and hella no! not a Dr. Laura, 
but am someone who goes through many, 
and | mean many, of the random messes 
that life likes to shoot at us. | actually find 
pleasure in searching and researching 
methods of fixing “life things” (excuse my 
formal jargon) when broke. Buddha 
knows | have a grocery list of broken “life 
things” and do not aim to preach, 
however, | have had success in fixing 
plenty of personal “life things” and like to 
give and receive (yes, | went there) ideas 
that work.

How does being gay make you a truer 
form of yourself in our society? 


What hidden qualities about you could 
be unleashed more easily post-closet? 


What isn’t working for you post-closet? 


What is working for you and how can you 
capitalize on it, that is, how can you take 
advantage of your uniqueness? 


| think we have all asked ourselves, 
“Who am |?” but sometimes that question 
isn’t enough. Sometime we must ask 
ourselves, “Who am | not?” This question 
is important, not for your foundation, but 
for your growth. 


The “who am I?” is your foundation, it 
lays down the framework for your life 
and answers questions like: What 
components create my soul mate? Where 
is “home”? What am | truly meant to do 
in life? 


The “Who am | not?” helps you uncover 
the qualities of yourself or your life that 
are preventing you from growing. These 
qualities can be tangibles such as energy- 
draining friends, house clutter or that 
broken dryer. They can also be intangible 
like low self-esteem, addictions, or 
selfishness. “Who am | not?” removes the 
dirt, the linoleum floors, the 70s 
wallpaper.

The issue: | wish my relationship 
with my boyfriend was more 
fulfilling. 


The explanation: We are just 
busy and under so much stress 
so we don’t have much time to 
appreciate each other. 


The truth: He isn’t the right person 
for me but | have no one else so | 
can’t leave him.

Enter Play, the newest player on the 
Edmonton nightclub stage. Seeing a 
literal gap in the Alberta nightclubbing 
scene, a gay businessman has 
spearheaded a new nightclub whose 
mission is to appeal to the entire Queer 
community. 


O-La-Yy 


Play Nightclub Manager, Corey Wyness, 
has experienced community—in Calgary. 
A self-confessed “318 boy”, he took part 
in the Calgary community on many levels, 
from Pride involvement to patronizing the 
big-city club atmosphere of dance clubs. 


“| miss 318, and | miss Boystown. And 
one of my other favourite places to play 
was The Roost. All of those clubs served 
a larger community, and played an 
important role, not just as bars, but as 
hubs of the community.” 


The demise of these grand and long- 
serving bars has been noticed by both 
cities. Even the dailies in both Edmonton 
and Calgary felt compelled to report: was 
the very nature of the Queer community 
changing? Did we need bars like that 
anymore? 


Wyness says, “I miss that flavour. There 
are So many young people coming out and 
| want them to have that same 
experience—that sense of ‘Wow! It’s a gay 
world!’” 


Play Nightclub is located on 
Edmonton’s Boardwalk, a prominent and 
historic strip of heritage buildings. “The 
building we are in is over 100 years old, 
so there’s all this beautiful brick and 
wood.” The club, attempting again to 
appeal to all, has both a dance floor 
aspect and a quieter lounge. 


Of course, | want to know what the set- 
up is for the Queens. Wyness laughs, 
“We've already built a dressing room. 
With a sink. And a little change booth for 
the shyer girls.” There are two performing 
stages (a small one and a larger, portable 
stage), but Wyness stresses that the club 
will be hosting many open stages as well 
as drag showcases.
